DUTCH GOVERNM’T IS 
RETICENT ON SUBJECT 


Militaristic 
Demo nstratio ns 
Credited With Hav ing 
Inspired Repo rt

PARIS, Sept. 2—The newspaper La 
Intrasigeant today (printed an u ncon­ 
firmed ru mor that, the ex-Kalser has 
escaped from Holland in an aeroplane. 
According to La Intraisigant, the in­ 
formation was received from Torino, 
Italy in a telephone message. 
Efforts to secu re confirmation of the 
ru mor were fu tile u p to 3.30 this af­ 
ternoon. 
Belief was expressed that the report 
hu d its origin in the increased activi­ 
ty on the part of monarchists and mil­ 
itarists in Germany , following the as­ 
sassination 
of 
Mathias 
Erzberger, 
leader of the Centru m party . 
The only recent pu blic development 
showing any connection between the 
former Kaiser and the roy alists in 
Germany was the dispatch of several 
messages from the erstwhile war lord 
at Doorn to army officers at Berlin 
on the occasion of the review of 
* troops that fou ght in the world war. 
Immediately afterwards Great Britain 
sent a note to Holland warning her 
that the ex-Kaise<r’s action was a 
breach of his promise to thé Du tch 
government to have nothing to do

and 20 colored farmers in 1910, a de­ 
crease of 5.3 per cent in white farmers 
In 1920 4,736 farm» were operated by 
owners and nu anagers against 4,645 
in 1910, an increase of 2 per cent. Ten­ 
ants nu mbered 978 in 1920 and 1,375 
in 1910, a decrease o*f 28.9 per cent. 
This shows into re owner8 and manag­ 
ers of farms operating them, bu t the 
small increase in that item does not 
fu lly explain the large drop in the 
nu mber of tenants. It is likely that 
a nu mber af tenants have gone ou t of 
the farming bu siness entirely , while 
some now own farms.
